WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—John A. Lo- 
gan died at three minutes before 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The an- 
nouncement of the death of Gen. John 
A. Logan will be a snrprise and shook 
to the country. His illness was brief, 
and not until Saturday was th^e reason 
to fear a fatal termination. His disease 
—inflammatory rheumatism—was doubt- 
less the result, in part, of his exposure 
during the war, and when complicated 
with typhoid conditions was too much 
for a constitution that had so many 
straios. 


The lurking tendency to brain com- 
plication which had been present, in a 
greater or less degree, and constantly 
increasing in severity during his entire 
illness, had prepared them to expect the 
worst. The racking pains which he suf- 
fered during the early days of his illness 
yielded to treatment, but left him in a 
weak and exhausted condition, from 
which he never rallied, and upon which 
the fever preyed with increftsing vio- 
lence until the hour of death. 
After 
midnight his pulse grew weaker and 
weaker, and at 4 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing his condition was such as to cause 
great fear of his immediate death. 
Af- 
ter this he rallied somewhat, and at the 
consultation, which was held at 9 o'clock 
in the morning, his pulse was fonnd to 
be somewhat stronger, but his general 
condition was not such as to give any 
hope of ultimate recovery. 
Dr. Baxter 
relieved Dr. Hamilton at the conclusion 
of the consultation, and continued in 
constant attendance until the general's 
death. 


The physicians again met in consulta- 
tion at 1:30 p. m., when it was apparent 
that the patient was rapidly sinkiag, and 
could live but a few hours. At 2 o'clock 
the general revived sufiSciently to recog- 
nize his wife, who had been at his bed- 
side night and day during his entire ill- 
neaa. As she spoke to him he looked 
up into her face, and all who were pres- 
ent knew that he recognized her. 
This 
was the last manifestation of conscious- 
nees. He then wearily closed his eyes 
and sank into a lethargic sleep, from 
which he never woke. 
I lAmong those at the bedside of the dy- 
ing man were Senator and Mrs. Cullom 
and daughter, General Sheridan, Sena- 
tor and Mrs. Cockrell, General Baum, 
Oongreesmen Henderson and Thomas, 
Senator Miller and wife, Congressman 
Symes, of Colorado, Dr. Baxter, Gen- 
end Henry Strong and Daniel Shepard 
and wife, of Chicago, and the general's 
private secretaries, W. B. Taylor and 
Albert Hall. 
At the head of the bed 
knelt Mrs. Logan, one arm encircling 
her dying husband's neck, the hand of 
the other stroking his forehead. At her 
Bide were John A. Logan, jr., and Bev. 
Dr. Newmsn. 
Opposite these were (he 


daughter, Mrs. Tucker, and her husband, 
and George A. Logan, the general's 
nephew. 


"The scene," said Dr. Baxter, "was 
one of the saddest I have ever witnessed. 
AU present were deeply aflFected. 
The 
grief of Mrs. Logan and her children 
was pitiful in the extreme. 
The voice 
of prayer at the bedside rose above the 
sobs of the (stricken mourners, and 
with its end ended the life of the war- 
rior-statesman. " 


Mn. Logan had for three weeks been 
at work in the management of the Gar- 
field Memorial fair, of which she had 
been the leading spirit, and went to the 
bedside of her husband when his illness 
began to assume a serious form. 
She 
was, at the time, almost worn out, and 
as he sank she bccame grieved and 
alarmed, until at the moment of his 
death she completely collapsed. A kind 
of hysteria seiz3d her and for hours her 
conation caused her family great con- 
cern. 
The senator was her idol and his 
death for a time seemed to take from her 
every spark of vitality she possessed. 


THB REMAINS. 


One who saw the remains of General 
Logan tnis moru^n^, the embalmers 
having completed the work ot xuMkiuf^ 
the body ready for the casket, describes 
its appearance as life-like^, and but little 
wasted. 


Mrs. Logan's condition is gradually 
mending, some portions of last night 
having.been passed in deep sleep, the 
first which she has taken for some days. 
No arrangemants have yet been made 
for the funeral. Mrs. Logan has, how- 
ever, expressed a wish to see the mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation who are in 
the city this afternoon, and a meeting 
has been called for at 3 o'clock, at which 
Mrs. Logan's wishes will be learned and 
arrangements for the funeral decided 
upon. 


HISTOBIOAII. 
John A. Logan, of Chicago, was bom 
in Jackson connty, Illinois, Feb. 9.1826. 
His father. Dr. John Logan, WM Irish 
by birth and hi» mother was from Ten- 
nessee. John A. was the oldest of elev- 
en children. 
It was at home that he 
received a common school education, 
and subsequently graduated at the Lou- 
isville university; enlisted as private in 
the Illinois volunteers and became quar- 
termaster in the war with Mexico; was 
elected clerk of the Jackson county 
court in 1819; studied and practiced law; 
was elected to the legislature of Illinois 
in 1862, 1853, 1856 and 1857; was pros- 
ecuting attorney from 1853 to 1857; was 
a presidential elector in 1856; was elect- 
ed to the thirty -sixth and thirty-seventh 
congresses; resigned and entered the 
union army as colonel, and reached the 
rank of major general in the war for the 
suppression of the rebellion; was ap- 
pointed minister to Mexico in 1865. but 
declined; was elected to the fortieth and 
forty-first congresses; was elected to the 
United States senate as a republican, to 
succeed Bichard Yates, republican, serv- 
ing from March 4, 1871, to March 3, 
1877; resumed the practice of law at 
Chicago; was again elected to the United 
States senate as a republican, to succeed 
B. J. Oglesby, republican, and took his 
seat March 18, 1879, serving until March 
3, 1885. 


On the expiration of the term, in 1885, 
occurred the memorable contest in the 
Illinois legislature, first for speaker of 
the house and afterward for the United 
States senator. For the latter office the 
democrats nominated Wm. B. Morrison 
and the republicans renominated Gen- 
eral Logan. Each party had 102 votes. 
The balloting began Feb. 13 and con- 
tinued day after day, until May 19, 
when Logan was elected. 
In the senate, 
as in the house of representatives, Gen- 
eral Logan fully maintained his reputa-

General L(^an married, at the begin- 
ning of his career, Miss Mary Cunning- 
ham, daughter- of Major Cunningham, 
of Jaokson county. 111. 
She is a bril- 
liant woman, an active Christian work- 
er and has been a sagacious, loviDg coun- 
selor. 
The general owed much of his 
success in life to the warm support and 
gentle infinence of his cherished wife. 
Two children were born of this marriage 
—one, a daughter, married to Major W. 
F. Tucker, a paymaster in the army; the 
other, a son. Manning Logan. 


HOW HE SUFFSBBI». 


Twenty-four years ago, at Hnntsville, 
General Logan discovered that tramping 
around in the snow meant rheumatism. 
Since then he has learned that a repeti- 
tion of the exposure insured a return of 
the twinges. 
He used to sit in an up- 
per room of Calumet place with his 
right arm twice its normal size and 
swathed in cotton. Occafiional bad sen- 
sations in other joints than those most 
affected revealed the possibility of some- 
thing worse than what he endures at 
times. Some of the time the pains were 
so severe that they drove him to bed, 
but when others would be down the gen- 
eral was up in his easy chair with a screen, 
between him and the draft. Around the 
open fire-place friends gathered and 
helped pass away the hours. The pains 
shot through the arms and the general 
growled. 
Then there was a respite and 
he told a story. 
The harder the twinge 
the better the story. 
One standing just

When Manager O. L. Perry yester- 
day afternoon bulletined the death of 
Senator John A. Logan, at the Western 
Union office and the Aveline honse lob- 
by, there yras a nnivereal expression of 
surprise at the snddenness of the news, 
bnt not that deep sorrow nor the gloom 
attendant on the death of General Grant, 
President Garfield, Vice-President Hen- 
dricks, Hon. Samuel J. Tilden or Presi- 
dent Arthur. 
Mr. Logan was looked on 
as a soldier and honored most for his 
services in the field, so that men dwelt 
on his past glory rather than his present 
greatness or any recent achievment. Re- 
publicans even were not inclined to be 
talkative and seemed to view the end of 
the senator from Illinois with a quiet 
though sorrowful resignation.

It is to be Appealed to Uncle Sam-The 
Law Itself. 


CmoiNNATi, Dec. 27.—A number of 
wholesale liquor dealers have taken joint 
action by employing counsel to bring 
suit in the United States supreme court 
to test the constitutionality of the Dow 
liquor tax law. 
They propose to deny 
the right of the state of Ohio'to tax 
dealers in the products of other states. 
They will be joined by the saloon keep- 
ers who have paid their taxes under pro- 
test. 


The affirmation of the constitutionality 
of the Dow law in Ohio assures a fair 
trial to an experiment which promises 
well for the advance of temperance. 
The Dow law is not a high license law, 
though it produces many of the same ef- 
fects. It is in fact a high tax law. The 
payment of the tax by the liquor seller 
does not, however, license him in any 
way. 
The licensing is a separate ar- 
rangement and there appear to be sever- 
al advantages in this plan. 
The Dow 
law, besides taxing out of existence a 
large 
number 
of 
the 
lower 
and 
more 
mischievous 
saloons, 
affords 
opportunity 
to 
the inhabitants 
of 
small 
towns 
to 
adopt 
local 
op- 
tion, and this part of the statute has al- 
ready been put in operation with the re- 
sult of banishing the saloon from a con- 
siderable number of villages. 
There is 
much practical wisdom in the uses to 
which the Dow law tax is applied. 
The 
money is divided between the police and 
poor funds. This is a method of apply- 
ing the saloon revenue to the ameliora- 
tion of the evils which the saloon en- 
genders. 
The advocates of temperance 
should welcome the judicial decision 
which establishes the constitutionality 
of the statute, for it is the most serious 
blow the liquor interest has sustained 
yet, notwithstanding the reported satis- 
faction of the Ohij saloon keepers with 
the situation.

WAR BALLOONS TO PROTECT OUR 
BEFEN8ELE83 SEABOARD CITIES. 


Tl&e Mysterious Professor MezzerolT, tli« 
Aifostle of Dynamite, Unfolds a Novel 
Method of Defense—Tbe Terrible Spon- 
taneous Baminy Fluid and its Deadly 
Fnmes. 


The interest which has just been awakened 
to the defenseless condition of the wealthy 
cities of the United States bordering on the 
•ea and the great lakes, prompted a reporter 
to visit the mysterious Professor Mezzeroff, 
tiie apoatle of scientific warfare. 
Armed 
with a letter of introduction, the professor 
was found in his laboratory in a quiet little 
village not a thousand miles from New York, 
the location of which is a secret. 
After 
exacting a promise from the reporter that 
some things he saw remain undescribed, the 
professor talked freely on the burning ques- 
tion of coast defense. He refused, though, to 
grant his portrait for publication on account 
of the danger it would place him in on a visit 
to other lands. He had t>een offered $100,000 
by the French government to visit them, but 
he felt assured it was only a trap to get him 
in 
their 
hands. 
"When I visit Eur 
rope," said the pro- 
fessor smiling, «it 
is needless to say, I 
do it very quietly— 
as an artist some- 
times. You know 
I am quite an adept 
in oil; glycerine is 
m y 
f a v o r i t e , 
though I have a 
spontaneous burn- 
ing fluid that 
I 
should like to bring 
before some of the 
rBOVESSOR KEZZXBorr. t y r a n t s 
of the 


world. Then I travel sometimes as a clergy- 
man. You see I am a preacher, and have 
done something 
toward 
making 
despots 
quake for their sins,'' Just then an instan- 
taneous camera, whose 
i*^"® protruded 
Ou-ougb o. bvxtfconnole of the reporter's vest, 
snatched a photograph of the professor with- 
out his knowledge. 
When he sees this cut he 
must remember that he is an advocate of 
*»scieutific methods," and the reporter has 
simply introduced it into journalism, and 
thus secured his portrait. 


The professor's war experience began in the 
Crimea; since then he has been a close student 
of methods of destruction besides taking a 
hand in the Franco-Prussian and Turko- 
Russian wai-s. For years he has been teach- 
ing natives of downtrodden countries to 
manufacture and use dynamite, not for the 
purpose of murder, but in case of a revolu- 
tion. Just now he is devising a war balloon 
and torpedo boat. 


We should waste no more time, said the 
professor, in trying to wake up congress 
from its Rip Van Winkle sleep, but de- 
mand that without further delay ample 
means shall bo provided for national de- 
fense, so we shall neither be insulted nor 
bulldozed, and shall have complete protection 
for life and property against all nations. The 
strength and temper of Eui-opean nations 
diow that we staud in peril of either having 
our coast cities destroyed or paying several 
thousand million dollars to spare them. 
For 
either England, France, Germany or Italy 
oould, in a few days, place us in a position 
either to pay some such sum or have our sea- 
board cities reduced to ashes. 


When and where has the world seen such a 
spectacle, as a great country having 70,000- 
000 inhabitants with a vast seaboard and all 
the populous ci "QS thereon defenseless and at 
the mercy of any nation possessing a few 
first class ironclads? We have untold wealth 
and inexhaustible resources, and yet we are 
without 
adequate 
means to defend 
them. 
Look, for 
example, a t 
t h e 
strength of E n g - 
land and France, 
w i t h e i t h e r of 
whom 
we 
m a y 
h a v e 
trouble at 
any time, as the 
Canadian 
fishery 
afiCair clearly indi- 
cates. Now if war 
should begin 
be- 
tween us and Eng- 
land what 
oould 
s h e send against 
us? 
She has 400 
s h i p s ready for 
warlike 
purposes, 
divided as follows: 
80 first class, 30 
s e c o n d class, 60 
thii'd class, the rest 
are cruisers, coast 
def endei-s and troop 
ships. 
T h r e e of 
FUSE KXPLODEB. 
them carry four 80-ton guns each, besides 13 
machine guns each and a large number of the 
latest torpedoes. The rest carry 40-ton gnns, 
85 and 2.j-ton guns. So with her immense troop 
ships always ready for action she could land 
100,000 men in Canada in ten days without 
opposition. And these men with the help of 
some war ships, could take and hold the 
northwestern states and cities till we could 
organize an army to dislodge them. 
In 
about the same time fifteen of her best iron- 
clads could reach our shores. Two of these 
could leave Boston in ashes and seven could 
perform a similar work with New York, 
Brooklyn and Jersey City, while the others 
would lollow suit with other cities. 
And, as 
Patiiek Henry said, what have we to oppose 
to them? ReaJly nothing! Now this is no 
overdrawn picture. 
It is a reality which 
Stares us in the face, and to pet the best and 
speediest remedy is the first duty of every 
patriot in the country. 


The plans recommended by the 
naval 
boards infoi-m us that we require eighteen 
new war ships, several forts, floating bat- 
teries and torpedo boats. They say it will re- 
quire seven years and an outlay of $126,000,- 
000 to get these ready to defend us. Now the 
question is, will an enemy oblige us by wait- 
ing seven years till we get ready to whip 
them? We rather think not! The late expe- 
rience of France and Turkey and the history 
of wars prove that it is not safe to trust to 
the tender mercies of an enemy. But if an 
enemy would be so obliging as to wait, would 
we then be able to defend ourselves success- 
fully against either the English or French 
navy? Again I say no. Forts and ironclads 
are fast becoming obsolete, and before the 
seven years have expired will be perfectly fu- 
tile against the coming weapons of scientific 
warfara But these boards have not informed 
OS what the country shall do for protection 
during the seven years that it will require to 
build the forts and ironclads. 
In this di- 
lemma I would propose the following imple- 
ments, which will never become obsolete or 
useless, and will put us in a state of complete 
defense in two years or thereabouts. 


Suppose that New York has a number of 
Che best forts which skill and money could 
•rect. 


Kow I shall assume that I am in command of 


'ìninaìt^ 


ten ironclads, wbldi carry in all sixty lOO-tott 
guns, and the forts have the same number of 
equally good gims. Now I have come to taka 
New York, and I will do it in quick order. I 
will place my ships in a semi-circle, each 800 
yards apart, and anchor say three or four 
miles from the forts, and give commands for 
all to ilre at the same moment, and while I 
have plenty of solid shot that weigh one ton 
each and which my guns can throw ten miles 
with ease, yet I will not use one of them, b»> 
cause science furnishes me with a mors 
powerful and destructive weapon, which Eng- 
land is now making. I will use shells filled 
with spontaneous burning fiuid, and each 
shell will contain twenty gallons. With these 
shells we will commence to bombard the fort. 
Into which we can throw 8,UOO shells in four 
hours, containing in all 60,000 gallons. When 
these shells strike the fort they will burst and 
liberate the fluid, which ignites the moment 
it comes in contact with the air. A few vol- 
leys of these shells would produce such a fire 
that if the fort contained 10,000 of the bravest 
soldiers they would quickly be annihilated. 
for besides the fierce fire produced, the fumes 
given off would be as deadly as the mouth of 
an active volcano, and the country for miles 
leeward of the fort would be poisoned by 
these fumes. In this way I would have 
silenced the fort in one hour, and New York 
would be rt my mercy. 


FIOHTINO IRONCLANS FROM BALLOOW. 
You ask what our ironclads and torpedo 
boats have been doing during this cannonade. 
That is answered best by the fact that 
the largest war ship we are going to 
build 
will 
have 
only 
thirteen-inch 
armor, while 
the 
large 
guns 
of 
the 
enemy can send a solid shot one 
ton 
weight crashing through twenty-two inch 
thick steel plates, so that a few volleys from 
the enemy would make quick work of any 
ships sent against them, torpedo boats in- 
cluded. Is it not, therefore, a delusion to 
btiild foi-ts and ironclads which cannot de- 
fend us against scientific warfare? Europe 
has found out that science will soon render 
forts and war ships useless for defense, and 
must we begin just where other nations are 
leaving off? How can we defy and protect 
ourselves against any power? The only way 
to destroy such a fleet would be by the use 
of wai- balloons. They should possess great 
liftmg power, and should be pi-opelled iuid 
steered as is already accomplished in France. 
They should be provided with appai'atus. to 
lower anchor, torpedoes and burning fluid. 
Stations for the construction and filling of 
these balloons should be built in different 
parts of the counti-y, and men should be 
trained to make and use them. 
Balloons 
oould be anchored at the stations for the 
training of these men, who, after some ex- 
perience, should make trips in the balloons 
by sea and land. 


As tenders to these balloons we should build, 
as soon as possible, at least 100 light, unar- 
mored cruisers, which should carry a num- 
ber of these empty balloons and have appa- 
ratus to make gas and fill them. They should 
also carry on board a number of trained 
balioonists, who would be ready for work at 
all times, and in addition each ship should 
bave two of the largest guns, besides a num- 
ber of the best machme guns, and should 
have a speed of at least thirty miles an hour. 
Now we shall describe how we could destroy 
the ironclads of any enemy. For example, 
we shall suppose that the war ships are an- 
chored before the forts of New York. 
The 
cruisers would have discovered them and 
would commence at once to fill the balloons, 
and at the same time would have fired their 
guns to warn the balloon stations on land of 
the enemy's approach, when the land stations 
would have their balloons ready for action. 
Then from sea and land these balloons would 
approach the ironclads, and after anchoring 
they would attack the enemy in this way; 
each balloon could lower torpedoes into the 
sea in such a way that the tide would float 
them toward the war ships. 


These torpedoes should be attached with a 
line thirty feet long, so that they would bo 
much more likely to catch on to the war 
ships. They should also be so adjusted as to 
float twelve feet under water, so the enemy 
could nob see them, and that they would catch 
and explode where the ships are unarmored. 


When fifty pairs of these torjîedoes have 
been lowered by the balloons they could thi-n 
begin lowering shells of burning fluid into the 
ocean and on to the decks of the ii-onclads. 


The 
w a r s h i p s 
would soon be sur- 
rounded by fire and 
torpedoes. 
To es- 
c a p e 
unharmed 
from a place filled 
with 
double tor- 
pedoes of this kind 
would be an utter 
impossibility, espe- 
cially when 
they 
would be surround- 
ed by fire and the 
dense deadly fumes 
of 
t h e 
burning 
fluid. 
And 
our 
cruisers could pour 
into the fleet con- 
A FLOATING TORPKDO. tiuuous volleys of 
shells to help the balloons 
Fifty million 
dollars spent in such implements would en- 
able us to protect our coasts and cities and 
defy the world, and these instruments will 
never become obsolete or useless. 
As the 
limits of large 
gims have nearly been 
reached our cruisers, carrying two each, 
would be able to protect our 
merchant 
marine. 


The professor showed his invention for ex- 
ploding dynamite, of which an illustration is 
given. 
He calls it a time exploder. Many of 
these have been found on Fenians, but the 
English police were unable to comprehend 
them. They look like harmless brass faucets. 
Sulphuric acid is placed in the upper cham- 
ber, and the lower inner chamber is wrapped ; 
with thin paper in quantity depending on the 
time required before explosion. The acid be- 
ing allowed to fall into the lower chamber 
eats its way through the paper to the fulmi- 
nate of mercury cap, there is a flash and the 
dynamite, in which this affair is placed, is ex- 
ploded. 


A floating torpedo, designed by the pro- 
fessor, is also shown. This is arranged t» 
float under water at any depth below the* 
surface, and can be fired either by contact 
with object or with sulphuric acid, on tha 
principle Kbowu in tha tima axploder.

CIKOIKNATI, Dec. 27.—A number of 


wholwalo liquor dealera have taken joint 
action by employing counsel to bring 
suit in the United Stutes supreme court 
to test the coaBtitn'tionaHty of the Dow 
liquor tai law. 
They propone to deny 


the right ol the state of Ohio'to tax 
dealers iu the prodnfifn of other states. 
They will be joined by the saloon keep- 
era who have paid their tares under pro- 
teat. 


Tho affirmation of tbe constitutionality 


of the Dow law in Ohio ttSBurea a fair 
trial to an experiment which promises 
well for the advance of temperance. 
Tbe Dow law is not a high licenne law, 
though it produces many of Uiu name ef- 
fects.
